ALBERTA DOUBLES 
RECORD OF CHEESE 
OUTPUT OVER 1920 


With a 900,000 pound cheese output 
for this past year, Alberta has doubled 
itg last year’s record, and present in- 
dications ere that it will double again 
next year, acoording to information 
received from leading manufacturers, 
They claim that there is agreat deal to 
be done in the way of publicity work 
towards the coneumption of more 
cheese in Cenada, Although it ts such 
a great, producing country, there is 
comparatively lMttle cheese eaten in 
Canade. ‘Tast year there was some 
149,060,000 pounde of cheese manu- 
factured in Canada and 140,000,000 
pounds exported. The ilome con- 
sumption of cheese in Canada last 
year, according to these ficures would 
population of 
country had ecarcely eaten a pound of 
cheese @ person during the entire 
year. 

The dairy industry is increasing 
rapidly, especially in the northern 
part of the province, and cheese fac- 
tories are being bullt to take care of 
the extra milk. The Mig year for 
Gheese production in Alberta was 
1917, when the output was as large or 
larger than it will be for this year 
but since then {t haa dropped right 
back.
